Notwithatanding the numerous refere 
ences to official rebukes and threats to- 
wards Consul Mosby made by certain 
journals, there is no trath whatever 
either in the romour that Mr “Mosby has 
resigned, or that he haa received any 
official complaint whataver regarding his 
conduct. It is technically true that the 
Consul has been irregular in hig com- 
munications, but he was driven to thia 
couras in the interests of truth and jus 
tice, owing to what scoma very like the 
jobbery of the State Department. We 
very much regret to note one significant 
fact in connection with this agitation, 
Although the ‘charges against 
Seward have been mado public for years, 
no honest attempt has yet been mado to 
meet them in a manly way; and al- 
though several months hayo elapsed since 
the grave irregularities have been alleged 
against Colonel Mosby's predecessors, not 
a word hag been said, either here or ‘in 
the States, by way of defence or explana 
tion. 

Au our object in this connection is to 
expose and to correct everything calcu- 
lated to lower the name of foreigner 
(especially of every foreign official) in the 
Far East, we subjoin two extracts, which 
bear on the subject to which we have 
here referred :— :

"EXPOSURE. 

- INQUEST. 
The enquiry into the death of .a female 
Chinese child, about twelve moriths’ old, 
held on Tuesday lost, was resumed to-day 
before the Coroner, C. V. Creagh, Esq., 
and Messrs A, Levy, J. M. Hanlon, and 
A, 0. de Guttieres, as a jury. . 


Dr. Marques made a post mortem ex- 
amination of the body: yesterday and found 
a number of vesicles on the abdomen and 
face, probably caused by some hot applica- 
tion. On opening the body the s leen was 
observed to be very large and the i 
much congested. ‘e concluded that. the 
child had suffered from ague, and that 
death was accelerated by exposure to cold. 
Exposure to a temperature of 70° Fab. for 
afew hours would’ cause congestion of the 
lungs, 

Efforts, it was proved by the police, had 
been made daily since the finding of the 
body to trace the parents but without suc- 
cess. vee

Another count charged him 
with assaulting and beating the above- 
named Chinaman, ou the same date, with 
intent to commit the sald crime. The 
following -gentlemen wore the jury em- 
panelled—Merara W. H. Ray, A. M’Iver, H.
